APPENDIX TO IRON & STEEL CONTROL 

lerms and conditions governing the issue of import 
licenses under AID Loan No. 103 

(I) Eligible Items 

A list of eligible items, and conditions governing the 
importing of each of these items, is given in Annexure I 
(The inclusion of an item in the list does not, however, 
/mply that licenses for that item will necessarily be 
issued). The license will be valid for the import of un- 
used goods of U.S* source and origin only. 

U.S, ‘'origin” is defined to mean that the goods m ques- 
tion have been grown, mined or produced through manu- 
facturing, processing or assembly in the U.S. A. Items 
may have non*U.S,A. (but free world) components pro- 
vided that (with certain specific exceptions) the cost ol 
the components to the supplier does not exceed ten per 
cent of the lowest export price at which the supplier 
makes the items available for export, excluding shipping 
costs and marine insurance. 

U.S* “source” is defined to mean that the goods are 
shipped to India either from (a) the U.S.A., or (b) a 
bonded warehouse or free port if shipped there from the 
U.S.A, in the form in which received in India. 

(II) Suppliers Certificate 

The importer should obtain from the supplier a Sup- 
plier’s Certificate as in the form attached in Annexure II 
and submit it along with other documents mentioned in 
Annexure VI to the Ministry of Finance (Department of 
Economic Affairs). Note that certification of U.S. source/ 
origin is part of the Supplier’s Certificate, 

(III) Bid Invitations 

A. Notice to US. Business Regarding Proposed Procure- 
ment of Goods 

Unless the value of a particular commodity authorized 
to be procured tinder the import license is less than 
$5,000, or unless A.I.D, waives notification requirements, 
importers are required to follow the following procedures 
for notifying U.S. business regarding the intended pro- 
curement. The Notice to U.S_ Business is shown in 
Annexure HI, 

The importer should execute the form “Notice to U.S 
Business”, attached as Annexure III and submit seven 
copies to Iron & Steel Control, DLF/Credit Cell, 33, 
Netaji Subhas Road, Calcutta-l, within 15 days of receipt 
of import licence. To the extent possible, specifications 
according to U.S. standards shall be indicated for all 
items sought to be imported and where U.S. specifications 
are not known full description of the goods should be 
given. These details should be given in the English 
language. While giving the description it should be 
ensured that it is worded in general terms enabling all 
interested suppliers to send in their quotations. Care 


should be particularly taken to avoid mention of Model 
Nos. Maker's name etc. The 'Notice’ should include 
all the items which are allowed to be imported under the 
import license. The importer shall not place or agree to 
place any order with the supplier for a commodity for 
which tho total amount authorized under the import 
license is $5,000 or more until 45 days have elapsed from 
the time that the ^Notice to U.S. business’ reaches the 
Agency for International Development, Washington (In 
special cases, lo enable U.S, Business to make otters, AID 
may prescribe a longer period), lo ensure that notifica- 
tion requirements arc complied with, the Iron Sl Steel 
Control, DLF/Credit Cell, 33, Netaji Subhas ‘■(load, 
Calcutta-1 will, while torwaiding the "Notice to U.S. 
Business' to AID for publication in AID Small Business 
Circular', advise the importer die dale up to which they 
shall defer placing final orders. On the expiry of this 
waiting period and subject to their receiving no further 
communication either trom that authority or the AID 
Washington, the importers may finalize orders, after con- 
sidering the quotations, if any, received from the U.S. 
suppliers in response to the "Notice to U.S. Business’ pub- 
lished by the AID in the ‘Small Business Circulars 1 * It 
is emphasized that if any U.S. supplier asks for informa- 
tion or clarification from the Indian importer in rcs- 
onse to the ‘Notice to U.S. Business 1 such enquiries must 
c answered so that the potential U.S. supplier is enabled 
to quote for the item of goods required. It is the res- 
ponsibility of the importer to sec that such enquiries are 
duly answered by him and not ignored. The orders as 
finalized with supplier* should conform to the pro- 
visions of clause VI below. 

B, Other Procurement Requirement 

L Information on Price Accepted and Abstracts of 
Offers and Bids. Upon request by the Iron and Steel Con- 
trol, the importer *hall lurmah in abstract of all price 
quotations, otters, or bids received, as the case may be, 
snowing : (a) the name tu id address ot all offerers or bid- 
ders and their principals, it any (including manufacturers 
or processors ot the goods where known); (bj the offers 
they made or the bids they submitted in terms of catego- 
ries ot goods, quaniny, quality, delivery tune offered and 
other relevant factors; and (C) the name of the successful 
bidder. In cases wncro the order was placed dKthc 
award made to other than the lowest offerer or bidder, 
the importer will give the reasons tor rejecting the lower 
offers or bids and lor accepting the successful bidder, 

2. Resubmission of Notice. The Iron and Steel Control* 
or AID may require the revision and resubmission ol any 
invitation which does not comply with the requirements 
set iorth above. If warranted, the bid deadline may be 
extended due to such resubmissions. 

(IV) Commodities of less than $5,000 in Value 

Where the amount authorized for a commodity is less 
than $5,000, the submission of 'Notice to U.S, Business' 
mentioned in clause (111) above is not necessary and the 
importer can straightway finalize orders with Suppliers* 
It is, however, essential that the orders as finalized should 
conform to the provisions of clause VI below, 

(V) Waiver' of Notification Requirements 

Upon written application of the importer the AID may 
reduce the 45 days waiting period, or waive this require-' 
ment in the case of procurement ot proprietary items — 
U>, items which are part of an existing plant or are 
required for the extension of an existing plant, for which 
orders must be placed on the original suppliers for techni- 
cal reasons. For this purpose the importer may apply 
through the Iron & Steel Control, DLP/CrediLCell, 33, 
Netaji Subhas Road, Calcutta-1, to The Office'of Small 
Business, Agency for International Development, Washing- 
ton, D.C. 20523, while submitting the form of 'Notice to 
U.S. Business/ Such requests should be contain full and 
detailed justification for the requested 'waiver* and should 
be supported by documentary evidence wherever neces- 
sary. In no case, should such requests for 'waiver' be 
sen i directly to AID. They arc to be routed through the 
Iron & Steel Control, DLF/Credit Cell, 33, Netaji Subhas 
Road, Calcutta-1, who offer satisfying themselves that a 
primu facie case for waiver exists, will forward such re- 
quests to AID for the latter’s consideration and decision. 
The importer should not finalize the order unless the 
waiver applied for is granted by the Agency for Inter- 
national Development, Washington. 

When importers are the exclusive distributors of pro- 
ducts supplied by a certain principal, or are bound by a 
contractual agreement to buy certain kinds of types oi 
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product* oaly from that one supplier* tho responsibility 
ior securing 'waiver' troth AID rests witb the supplier, 
who shoula send Hie importer copies or his request two 
ot which muii he torwaided on to the iron & Mcel Con- 
liol. The request should he supported by a statement 
lrom the supplier similar to the following : 

"Wc certify that (full name and address of importer)

N Marking Requirements 

Goods and Shipping Containers 

Except as otherwise provided below, all loan financed 
goods (including machinery, equipment and materials) 
and their shipping containers will cany an emblem or 
other marking appropriately indicating the cooperation of 
the Government of the United States in furnishing assis- 
tance in the financing of the goods. Normally, these 
emblems or markers are affixed by the suppliers of iho 
goods, importers under AID Loans are responsible for 
assuring that suppliers of loan-financed goods receive 
necessary instructions concerning AID marking require- 
ments. 


1. Type of Emblem or Marker, 

The requirements of the foregoing paragraph may be 
complied with by affixing a label, decalcomania, stencil, 
tag, metal plate, or by other means. Ihe kind of emblem 
and size will depend on the type of commodity or ship- 
ping container and the nature of the surface to be marked, 
but in all cases must be large enough to be clearly visible 
at a reasonable distance.
